The- London, Out., Standard thus 
alludes to an article appearing in the 
Toronto Globe, ridiculing the suf^gesticn 
that the Chinese be excluded from the 
Province and prohibited from working 

"on the Canada Pacific Hallway, The 
Standard saiys: 

The Globe is hungry for a grievance, 
and thinks it has found one in tbo pro- 
posed e.\i)ulsion of Chinese labor from 
British Columbia, and more particularly 
from work on the Pacific Railway. It 
says: "In ordit to attract other labor- 
ers in sufKcient numbers and of due 
capability, extravagant wages are to bo 
oflerod, and evfrything done, regard- 
less of expense, to securo men of every 
color except yellow, wo suppcso, and 
of every race except the Mongolian." 

^In.connection with this, it suggests«an 
additionar expense of fifteen millions 
of dollars. What tra.sh! The Globe 
knows that the Pacific slope is swarm- 
ing with white men, eager to get work 
at almost any price, and who are now 
starving while competing with "Chinese 
cheap labor," It says, further, that 
freedom is to bo abolished, "and for the 
introduction of the principle of pro- 
scription against race, creed and color." 
Then, going further, it huddles Mon- 
golians, Negroes, Irish, Yankees, French, 
and oven the Scotch, into one batch, 
"which may come, all in due time, 
under the same ban, and for exactly the 
same rea.sons as those now urged against 
the Mongolians." Thi.s is the first hint 
that the nationalities, included with the 
children of the 'Flowery Kingdom,' arc 
in the habit of wor.sliipping heathen 
gods, saving all the money they get 
hold of, and then going back to China 
with their "filthy lucre," and erecting 
temples and eating roasted cats. While 
the construction of any railway in- 
volves the presence of a great number 
of rough men, who drink, gamble and 
do other wicked things, still it goes to- 
wards settling up a country and start- 
ing business, while millions of Chinese 
would be of no assistance beyond con- 
structing tlie road, for they spend no 
money, nor do they become permanent 
citizens. Again, it is more than doubt- 
ful if the .same amount of money ])aid 
to Celestials as to Anglo-Saxons would 
do more towards building the road, for 
a strong and acclimatized white man 
would do at least twice as much hard 
work as a diminutive and rice-and-rat- 
fed Chinaman. Then, why exclude 
Christians from a livelihood for the 
sake of some foreign heathens? Though 
the editor of the Globe may not esteem 
himself of any more account than a 
Chinaman, the majority of white Chris- 
tians think them.selves of more uss and 
of a higher race than the y<;llow 
heathens. Since Sir Joii.v became the 
representative of Victoria, no good has 
been seen by the Globe, coming out of 
the British Columbia Nazareth. 



ADULTERATION. 



A return just issued by the local 
Government board in England gives a 
digest of the information supplied by 
the public analysts with respect to their 
work in 1877 — which is on a scale be- 
yond anything we have attempted here. 
The analysts of England and Wales 
had 11,70G samples of food submitted 
to them, nearly one-fifth of which were 
found to be adulterated. There was 
less adulteration in London than any- 
where else. The penalties varied from 
a shilling to three pounds. Through- 
out England and Wales the crusade 
against adulterated or skimmed milk 
has been activ^'. Out of 4,-1:35 samples, 
25 per cent, wore not what they should 
have been. Beer was found adulterat- 
ed in 9^ per cent, of the samples, and 
spirits in nearly 60. In 503 samples 
of drugs, adulteration was found in 
rather more than one-fifth of the whole. 
Of sweetmeats, lialf were found to con- 
tain poisonous materials. Bakers adul- 
terations wers few, though they used to 
be very numerou.s. 

A ME RICA n'rA IL WA YS. 



A Survivor of '77'atorlod. 



The depth of distress through which 
the United States have been passing has 
been fully shared in by American rail- 
roads. It was hoped at the beginning 
of 1878 that the roads would be more 
pro-sperous during the year, but though 
the hope has been in a slight degree 
iustified, the exhibit before us is very 
di.sastrous. During the j'ear -18 Ameri- 
can road.s, with a lengtli of 3,902 miles, 
representing nearly f 31 2,000,000 of 
nominal investment, have been taken 
out of the hands of tlie original com- 
panies and given over to new purchas- 
ers, generally the bondliolders, who 
thus try to save themselves by throw- 
ing good money after bad. The foi-eign 
proprietors are really the losers in most 
cases. Receivers have been appointed 
for 27 roads, having a length of 2,320 
miles, and representing a nominal capi- 
tal of 892,385,000. 



The military veterans who, having 
faithfully fought their country's 
battles under Wellington and Napoleon 
sought quiet repose in this Dominion, 
are rapidly passing away. The pension 
rolls show few names of Waterloo he- 
roes. In jMontroal there lives a relic 
of the gi-and army of Napoleon — Al- 
phonse Demers, who is in his ninety- 
third year. The story of his life is 
thus told. He was born in the town 
of St- Etienne, France, and is just 
verguig upon ninety-three years of 
age. When twenty years of age ho 
was conscripted into the French army, 
and served under Napoleon in nearly 
all his campaigns from that time. He 
served in the disastrous afl'air with Rus- 
sia, the evil effects of which ho speaks of 
with horror and dread to this very day. 
On his return he was drafted into the 
Imperial Guard, and did duty with 
them throughout the Prussian campaign 
and finally finished his career as a sol- 
dier on tlie field of Waterloo. Being 
a strong supporter of Napoleon he was 
subsequently arrested, but, cflecting 
his escape, fled to Canada, where ho 
has since resided. His body is one 
mass of seal's honorably gained — a 
sword cut on the head at the battle of 
Eylau, tho loss of tho left arm at 
Waterloo, an eye at Leipzig, tho 
left thumb at Fricdland, and in- 
numerable other cut.s. The Legion of 
Honor was pinned on his breast by the 
Emperor himself immediately after tho 
battle of Dresden. He was subsequent- 
ly offered a commission in a line corps, 
but ho ])ref erred remaining in tho Im- 
perial Guard. 

Postal Ri;i'out. — 'riio report of tho 
British Post Office Department for the 
last official year, just published, men- 
tions, among tlio articles sent through 
tho mail, a dormouse, four wiiitc mice, 
two goldfinches, a lizard, and a blind- 
worm, all alive; cutlery, medicine, 
varnish, ointments, perfumery, articles 
of dress, a stoat, a squirrel, fish, leeches, 
frogs, beetles, eater[iillars, and vege- 
tables. IMany of these, being pro- 
hiljited articles, were sent to tho Re- 
turned Letter Oflice. A snake, about 
a yard in longtli, which had been com- ' 
mitted to the post for transmission in a | 
bo.'c, was observed to be at large on the I 
floor of one of the night mail sorting | 
carriages on tho London and North- ! 
western Railway. After a good deal ; 
of confusion and interruption to woi'k ' 
it was killed. A smidl box which ^ 
reached tho Returned Letter Oflice in 
Liverpool was found, on being opened, 
to contain eight living snakes. 

Pnixcii Eduaud Island. — The peo- 
ple of the tight little island of Prince 
Edward have discovered a commercial 
El Dorado. While their neighbors on 
the mainland are discussing questions 
connected with the West India trade, 
they are arranging to at once reap the 
profits accruing from shipping white 
oats to tho West India Islands. Tliose 
islands at present receive their supi)ly 
from Holland, Norway, Sweden, Den- 
mark, Ireland and other jiorts of 
Europe. Tho price of oats is much 
higher in those countries than in Prince 
Edward Island and the distance of 
transportation much larger, It is, 
therefore, obvious that the Islanders 
can become successful operations in oats, 
and "corners" will become the fashion 
there.

Tho 
Golos also says England is dofacto sov- 
ereign in Afghanistan, and 1ms every 
chance for carrying through her plans 
in Asiatic Turkey. Tho Gazelle says 
Yakoob Khan has fled from Afghanis- 
tan. 

Tirnova, Jan. 24, — A constitution 
for Bulgaria has been ratified by tlie 
Czar and has arrived here. It will be 
translated into tho Bulgarian l;uiguage 
and communicated to the foreign ( 'oii- 
sul.s and the Bulgarian A.ssenibly. The 
time consumed in the translation will 
probably retard the meeting of the as- 
sembly to the Gth or 10th of February, 
when it will be opened by the Ru.ssiaii 
governor of Bulgaria. 

Paris, Jan. 23. — The troops cooped 
up and captured the insurgents of New 
Caledonia after rather a warm engage- 
ment, in which 1 .sub-lieutenant, and a 
private were killed. 

Makbeilles, Jan. 23. — Ex-Premdent 
Grant and family sailed to-day via

Sir Cdward Tliointoii, British Min- 
ister at Washington, and Lady Thorn- 
ton, arrived here this afternoon, and 
proceeded to the Windsor Hotel. Tho 
Intercolonial private car which was 
used by the Vice-Regal party is at the 
depot, and the visitors will occupy it 
in their trip to Ottawa, to visit the 
Manpiis and Princcs.s. 

Ottawa, Jan. 10. — The French Can- 
adians will make a vigorous attempt to 
procure the Spcaker.ship of the House 
of ('onimons, notwithstanding that it 
is currently reported the oflice has been 
proiiiiseil to the Hon. W. Macdougall. 
The latest argument is that when the 
Speaker of the Senate is a Protestant, 
as in the present case, the practice is 
for the Speaker of the House of Com- 
mons to be a Roman Catholic, and 
x-'ice vei'sa. 

Shipowners, shi[imaster3 and others, 
are notified that the Government of 
Spain has granted to Canadian vessels 
trading to Cuba, the advantages of tho 
Royal order of 14th December, 1875, 
and such vessels will in future bo ad- 
mitted to the ports of Cuba without 
admeasurement, the tonnage expressed 
in the certificate of registry of the ves- 
sel being accejjtcd by the Spanish offi- 
cials as the tonnage of the vessel. 

Halfia.x, N. S., Jan. 16. — The ex- 
ports of tish from Halifax to the West 
Indian Islands were somewhat larger 
than those of the previous year, but 
the j)ricc:s realized were not so good. 
The total sliipineiits of fish from this 
port in 1878 for Porto Rico, Jamaica, 
Cuba, Demeiara, B;irbadoe.s, French 
Islands, and Trinidad amounted to 
293,307 quintals of dry fish, and 84,- 
717 barrels of pickled fish. The im- 
ports of sugar and molasses here from 
the West Indies consisted of 10,673 
))uncheoiis, 857 tierces, and 1,077 bar- 
rels of molasses, and 2,758 hogsheads 
and 114 barrftls of sugar. 

The weather has set in cold, and 
there is now every inditation of this 
being*tlie coldest night of the winter 
•so far, Sleighing is good. All tho 
harbours on the coast as yet havo re- 
mained open, but it is feared many of 
them will be ice-bound by the present 
cold spell. 

Reports of ravages of diphtheria 
continue to come from all sections of 
the province. 

OnARLOTTETowN, P. E. I, Jan. 11. 
— The copper nuisance is strongly de- 
nounced by all classes of people. The 
Local Government have on hand a 
largo quantity of cojiper cents which 
they' sell at ninety dollars for each 
hundred dollars' worth of cents. These 
cents are driving silver and notes out 
of circulation. Merchants selling a 
dollar's worth of goods arc paid with a 
hundred cents, which have been pur- 
chased from the Government for ninety 
cents. 

Ottawa, Jan. 12. — It is believed 
that plans for the erection of a new 
residence for the Qovernor»General, 
have been sent to England for the 
consideration of the Imperial Govern- 
ment, no doubt with the hope that as- 
sistance from, the Imperial Treasury 
will be given in the construction ..of the

The nesv edition of -'Burke's Peer- 
age " states that tho death of tho King 
of Hanover li.as raised a diificulty as to 
the place of his .son, tho present Duke 
of Cumberland, in the Peerage of Eng- 
land. The late king was, of course, a 
Prince of the blood royal, and his duke 
doin of Cumberland took precedence 
before that of dukedoms conferred 
upon subjects not related to tlio throne. 
But there is a doubt whether the rules 
of precodenco extend to great-grandsons 
of the sovereign, and if that doubt 
were established the Duke of Cumber- 
land would rank only according to the 
date of his creation. That is to say, if 
his peci'age continues "to bo considered 
a peerage of the blood royal he will 
rank next to the Duke of Cambridge, 
but otherwise he will follow the Duke 
of Northumberland. Sir Bernard 
Burk'e, tho Ulster King at Arms, who 
edits the book which liears his name, 
is of opinion that the Uuke has all the 
privileges of his father in this respect. 
He holds that tho Myal fomily is a 
class apart and above all others, and 
that its members never lose the rank 
wliieh has been accorded to their pre- 
decessors. 

One of tho curious facts which come 
out in the marriage returns for a per- 
iod of years is the gradual decrease in 
the proportion of marriages Holemnized 
according to the rites of the Establish- 
ed Church, while at the same time the 
proportion of civil marriages issteadily 
I increasing. In 18G1 the number of the 
former marriages formed almost 80 per 
cent, of tho wliole; in 1868 the propor- 
tion was 7 G. 8 per cent.; and inT 87 6 73,8 
per cent., on the other hand, the num 
lier of marriages at the oflico of Super- 
intcndent-Registrar.s, in 1861 was 7.- 
16 per cent, of the total number; in 
1868 just 9 jier cent.; while in 1876 tho 
proportion had increased to 10.8 por 
cent. The total number of marriages 
not solemnized by the Established 
Church also shows an increase — the 
proportion to the total number in the 
years 1861, 1868, and 1876 being 20.1, 
22.1, and 26.2 per cent, respectively. 

An application was recently made 
in the Queen's Bench Division on be- 
half of Lord H&land Ijcyeson.GQWcr, 
for criminal information against the 
publisher of tho Man of the World 
newspaper, for a libel upon Lord Ron- 
ald Leveson-Gowcr. It was iieaded 
"A Loathsome Scandal," and charged 
a person of high descent, of studious 
and refined tastes, and wdth no ordina- 
ry ability as an artist, with most 
loiitlisoine conduct. Sir Henry James 
read the aflidavit of Lord Ronald, and 
the Duke of Sutherland, brother of the 
applicant, and Dr. William Howard 
Russell, who identified the application 
as answering the description. Lord 
Ronald denied the charge as utterly 
unfounded. The publisher might say 
that some one else was meant but that 
must be in open court. The charges 
had appeared in the newspajier in May 
la.st, and liis'lordsliip had only returiicil 
from a tour in America and Australia 
in October. The Court granted a rule 
nisi", 

At the dinner given by members of 
tho Art Club to Sir Frederick Leigh- 
ton, on his election as President of tho 
Royal Academy, Mr. Jlillais, in the 
course of his admirable speech, told a 
noteworthy story of Thackera}"-. Many 
years ago, ju.st after Millais had achiev- 
ed his finst success, and had made the 
art world talk of him as a new light 
and a great jiower. ho fell in with 
Thackeray, who was then living in 
Paris. After hearing from the author 
some of his dreams as an artist (for it 
had always been Tiiacker.ay's ambition 
to shine in that profession, and to sit 
in the seat of Sir Joshua Reynolds and 
Sir Martin Archer Shee), the author of 
"Vanity Fair" said to him, "Take care, 
my boy, of your laurels. I have just 
seen a young stripling who bids fair to 
out.strip U.I all, and who will be Presi- 
dent of the lloyalAcademy before you." 
Prophetic words which have bc(>n 
wholly realized, and it was very grace* 
ful in Mr. Millais to recall them at 
such a moment. 

Prince Leo})old, the Queen's young- 
est son, is said to be the most refined, 
and to most resemble his father in 
mental qualities of the whole family. 
Ho is popular with all who have met 
him on the continent, and great French 
ladies who found themselves in his so- 
ciety last year, at Nice, are never tired 
of speaking of this Prince Charming. 
He is an excellent musician like hi.s 
brother, the Duke of Edinburgh, and 
has an agreeable tenor voice, which he 
is perfectly willing to exercise when 
asked to sing. But the latest rumor 'is 
that Prince Leopold desires to turn his 
powers to the, singing of anthems, nnd 
is pressing his mother to allow him to 
take orders. Some of his brothers and 
sisters aro averse to this, and fear from 
his high church views he might go fur- 
ther tiian they wish. ; : 

The Marquis of Ripen, speaking at 
a recent distribution of prizes at St. 
Francis Xavier's Jesuit College, Liver- 
pool, said that in primary education n 
gi-eat work had been accomplished, and 
was still in progress.

Dr. Abel, the Berlin coiTCspondent 
of the London 'Times, is a remarkable 
scholar, reading and traii.slating at sight 
upwtirds of 70 diflerent languages. 
Though by birth a German, his Eng- 
lish j-ffriting, especially in Ms letters to 
the Times, is almost perfect in stylo and 
diction. During the Berlin Congress 
Lord Beacoiisfiekl was personally iiUvo- 
duced to the scholar, to whom he said: 
"Dr. Abel, you aro the author whom I 
have most studied." 

There is a very general belief that, 
whether or not the Government under- 
take any legislation on the question of 
the liability of bank sliareliolder.s, they 
will at any rate propose some change 
of law in referenco to t!ie responsibil- 
ities of trustees.
